This statement is on the authority of 
one of the President’s most intimate 
advisers, who gives the anne out- 
line. of his programme: 

First—There will be no extra elation 
of Congress next spring, barring grave 
emergencies. 

Second—The conquered islands will 
be continued under a strong military 
government. 

Third—All judiciary positions will be 
administered by army officers. 

Fourth—The islands will be kept out 
of politics as much as possible until 
the American people have: had an op- 
portunity to study them, and national 

sentiment can crystallize as to the rela- 
tion they should hold to the United 
States. 

_ Fifth—The islands will probably re- 
tain their present currency systems, 
but these may be backed up by decrees 
which will insure stability. : 

Sixth—Being in effect military colo- 
nies, the conquered islands will have 
tariffs of their own, which will be 
levied on imports from the United 
States, as well as those from other 
countries. 

Seventh—The United States will col- 
lect duties on the imports from the isl- 
ands the same as though they still be- 
longed to a foreign sovereignty. 

The President’s programme is based 
on the ground that the American peo- 
ple are not sufficiently informed about 
Porto Rico and the Philippines to de- | 
cide off-hand’ Whether they shoukd be 
treated as Territories or as colonies, 
somewhat after. the British system. 
Many Americans believe the natives 
of the conquered islands are not suited 
to be taken into full membership in 
Uncle Sam’s family. The President has 
held that position at least toward the 


all the Philippines was based on the low 
civilization of their inhabitants. If the 
islands are given territorial govern- 
ments, like those of Arizona and New 
Mexico, it is feared that some political 
emergency may force them into the 
Union as full-fledged States long be- 
fore they are fitted for statehood. 

The President’s programme is based 
on the theory that the coming session 
of Congress will be too short and busy 
to permit, legislation for a comprehen- 
sive system of government for the con- 
quered islands. Appropriation bills and 
other important measures will absorb 
most of the time of the outgoing Con- 
gress, and constructive work for the 
new possessions will go over to the next 
Congress. There isa movement to have 
the present Congress appoint a com- 
mission like that which visited Ha- 
waii. Their missions would be to visit’ 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, study 
the people and their needs, familiarize 
themselves with special conditions that 
must be considered, and on their re- 
turn recommend to Congress forms of 
government for those islands. It can- 
not be said the President is urging this 
movement, but it is believed it will 
have his approval.

Importance is attached to this de- 
Lay, it being regarded as indicating that 
the Spanish commissioners are prepar- 


ing for a final stand in these negotia- 


tions, and it may now be definitely 
stated that they will not sign @ treaty 
of peace which yields ta Spain no 
more from the Philippine Islands than 
has thus far been offered or indicated 
by the Americans. Should the latter 
announce that the United States is 
only willing to reimburse Spain for her 
pacific expenditures in the Philippine

This attitude of the Spaniards is ex-

The session is limited 
to three months, and that short period 
will be mainly occupied in passing the 
appropriation bills, in enacting new 
laws for the regular army and in. de- — 
ciding upon the legislation necessary 
for the government of Hawaii.

MEXICO’S THIRD BREAK. 


PECULIAR 18 THE CASE 
or PRISONE TEMPLE. 
Arizona Authorities Claim_That the 
Man Whom the American Killed 
Was Born in That Territory—Yet 
the Dias Government Claims 


Jurisdiction. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The State 
Department is making strong efforts to 
|secure the release of the American, 
Temple, who is now in a Mexican jail 
on the charge of murder committed in 
the United States, and it has instructed 
Powell Clayton, United States Minis- 
ter to’ México, to address himself di- 
rectly to the Mexican Foreign Office on 
that subject. The principle involved 
in the case is regarded as of the high- 
est importance, for if Temple is held 
for trial by the Mexican authorities, it 
will amount to an admission on the 
part of the Unted States of the right 
of Mexico to exercise extra-territorial 
jurisdiction over American soil. . 
. Substantially. the same claim was in- 
volved in the celebrated Cutting case, 
b phage came near causing a breach of 
iendly. relations, and it arose again 
in’ the more recent case of Leonardo. 
Pacheco. Cutting was released by the 
Mexican government only after trial. 
Pacheco was released, but not on our 
demand, and in no case has the Mexi- 
can government surrendered its view 
that it had a right to try a person in 
Mexico for an offense committed in the 
United States. Cutting was in jail 
for several months, and Pacheco for 
two years. It is not at all probable 
that any such delay will be permitted 
in the Temple case, for the Arizona 
authorities might easily bring the mat- 
ter to an issue by demanding the ex- 
tradition of Temple for killing a man 
within the border of their Territory. 
But even accepting the Mexican con- 
tention that it could try an American 
for killing a Mexican in the United 
States, it seems probable that the State 
Department can demonstrate that the 
man, Arlavilla, who was killed by 
Temple, was not, as his name would 
imply, a Mexican. The Arizona authori- 
ties say that he was born in that Ter- 
ritory, and although his parents were 
unnaturalized Mexicans, under our 
law he was a United States citizen. If 
this fact is established legally, the 
Mexican government will be put in the 
peculiar position of trying one Ameri- 
can citizen for killing another Ameri- 
ean citizen on American‘soil. 


ANDERSON WILL HANG. 
Denied a Writ of Habeas Corpus by 
the Supreme Court. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The United 
States Suvreme Court today affirmed 
the judgment of the lower court and 
denied a writ of habeas corpus to 
Joseph N. Anderson, convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged after a trial in 
Norfolk, Va., for the murder of the 
mate of the Olive Pecker. Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller, in announcing the decision, 
held that Anderson had not been de-

OLIVE PECKER AGAIN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The An- 
derson “has attracted widespread

The schooner Olive Pecker sailed 
from Boston, laden with lumber, for a 
point on the River Platte, Brazil.

Andersen followed 
and shot the captain dead. He then 
armed himself and went on deck, 
where, mounted on the forecastle, he 
terrorized all on board.

Then the crew were ordered to throw 
the dying mate overboard, and on pro- 
testing that he was not dead were as- 
sured that he was “dead enough.” 

This done, the crew were marc be- 
low at the point of a pistol and ordered 


-|}to throw the captain overboard. Then 


Andersen directed that oil be thrown 
on the lumber, after which the oil- 
soaked ship was set afire, and the mur- 
derous crew took to the boats. Ander- 


and sent north on the United States 
gunboat Lancaster. He was tried and 
convicted in the United States Court 
at Norfolk, Va., and a stubborn fight 
was made up to the Supreme Court, 
the conviction being confirmed. The 
last move was in the present applica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus, on 
the ground that Andersen’s constitu- 
tional rights were invaded when the 
lower court assigned him counsél in- 
stead of giving him counsel of his own 
choice. 

Chief Justice Fuller, in announcing 
the court’s opinion, said the records of 
the case showed that no fundamental 
rights had been denied Andersen, but 
that he had been represented from first 
to last by able counsel. The time when 
counsel was not present was at a pre- 
liminary hearing of Andersen, but this 
was not used in the subsequent trial. 
Tre decision of the lower court was 
affirmed. The effect of this will be to 
have the execution. which has been 
stayed until December 9 next, carried 


out.

Sir William Marriott Testifies in His

HORSE-HIRE TURNED DOWN. 


Janitors Who Live in School Balild- 
ings Must Pay Rent — Change 
Made in the Boundary of the 
Horstetter-street School, 


The Board of Education held a meet- 

ing last night in the rooms in the Gard- 
ner & Zellner building. Considerable 
routine business was transacted. 

A communication was read from C. 
F. Miller, engineer at the High School, 
recommending that another oil tank be 
put in on the premises; as the one now 
in use is inadequate to the needs of 
the school. The matter was referred 
to the Building Committee, with power 
to make the improvement if they see fit. 

The City Superintendent of Schools 
read his report for the month ending 
November 11. The report showed that 
the number of boys enrolled during 
that time was 8434, and the number of 
girls 8988. The average daily attend- 
ance was 15,730. The number ef pupils 
promoted was 73, and demoted 53. In- 
— furnished with books numbered 


The .Committee on Educational Sup- 
plies reported having examined the bids 
as advertised far on certain articles 
Omitted in the annual award, and 
recommended that contracts be made 
with Lazarus & Melzer far such sup- 

The recommendation was 
adopted. 

A resolution was passed awarding 
the contract for such crude oil as may 
be needed for school purposes during 
the ensuing year to W. E. Wing. The 
price is $1.08 per barrel, delivered. 

The report of the Financial Commit- 
tee was adopted, recommending the 
payment of bills aggregating $2046.25, 
together with the teachers’ salaries for 
the month ending November 11. 

Mr. Bragg moved that hereafter all 
lumber furnished the Slcoywd departmen: 
be inspected by the Sloyd svperincten- 
dent and that he be held responsilie 
for the quality of the lumber acc2pted 
by him. The motion was adopted. 
The matter came up as a result of a 
lot of inferior lumber having teen ac- 
cepted for this department. At the last

The report of the Committee on 
Teachers and Schools reccimmended 
that the resignations of R:-P. Skilling, 
R. L. Ashley and Carrie A. Walton be 
accepted. It was adopted. 

Mr. Simonton reported for the Com- 
mittee on Visiting and Janitors rela- 
tive to the matter of janitors living in 
certain sehool buildings. He stated 
that the-schools at-Custer street, Olive 
street and Cambria street were occu- 
pied by janitors, who had taken vacant 
rooms tor their apartments. They 
have not been paying any rent for the 
privilege of living in the school build- 
ings. The committee recommended. 
that the janitors be allowed to remain 
in the Custer-street school, as the 
building is in a neighborhood where 
some one is needed to watch the prop- 
erty at night.*No recommendation was 
made with refererce to the’ Ctster- 
street school. In regard to the Cam- 
bria-street school a recommendation 
was made that the practice be discon- 
thued. 

Mr. Davis opposed any action by the 
board which would commit it to the 
policy of furnishing janitors with liv- 
ing quarters free of rent, and pointed 
out that if it were done in the individ- 
ual case of the Custer-street school, 
similar requests would pour in from 
other schools. He insisted upon charg- 
ing the janitors a substantial .rate of 
rent if they were allov:ed to occupy 
school property. The matter provoked 
considerable discussion, some of the 
members being in favor of allowing 


free rent to the janitor of the Custer- 
street school, since his presence was 
needed to protect the school property 
against injury. The discussion was 
ended by a motion by Mr. Davis, which 
was adopted, to charge all janitors liv- 
ing in school buildings, a consistent 
rental for their quarters, the amount to 
be fixed by the Committee on Visiting 
and Janitors. 

A resolution was adopted upon rec- 
ommendation of Prof. Foshay to buy 

the use of teachers 300 copies of the 
book entitled “California Plants in 
Their Homes,” by Alice Merritt David- 
son. The.books will cost $1.20 apiece, 
and the money will be taken from the 
library fund. ‘8 

The claim for $32.50 for horse hire put 
in at the last meeting of the board by 
Raymond Bernard and referred to the 
Finance Committee for investigation, 
again came up and was disallowed. 
Bernard was one of the protegés of the 
ill-famed superintendent of buildings, 
Charles H. Axtell, by whom he was at 
one time employed on some school 
work. He had a horse which he al- 
lowed to be used for its keep. After- 
ward when he was discharged he put in 
a bill for horse hire for a month. 

On recommendation of Superintend- 
ent Foshay, a resolution vas adopted 
to employ another teacher for the 
Gates-street school. The teacher will 
be selected from the list of substitutes. 

Upon motion of Mr. Simonton, a reso- 
lution was adopted making a change in 
the district boundaries of Hostetter- 
street school as follows: 

Southern boundary of 
school to extend south to Annie street. 
That the new district be bounded on 
the north by Annie street, from Soto 
street: east by city limits. south by city 
limits, west by Los Angeles River to 
Seventh street, east on Seventh street 
to Boyle avenue, south on’ Boyle to 
Annie street. That the southern bound- 
ary of secand and Breed street dis- 
tricts -be changed to correspond with 
the northern boundary of the new'dis- 
trict: The meeting then adjournéd.

BUGS IN YOUR TEETH. 


Don’t Absorb Moisture If You Want 
to Save Your Molars. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—Before the Chi- 
cago Odontographic Society tonight, 
Dr. A. C. Hart of San Francisco read 
an interesting paper on “The Evolution 
of the decay of teeth,’’ in the course of 
which he ventilated some rather novel 
theories. According to his ideas, all 
dental decay results from bacteria, and 
the most successful way to minimize 
their influence on the teeth is to make 
moisture as inaccessible to them as 
possible. 

Dr. Hart claimed that there are many 
kinds of bateria in the mouth, some of 
which decay and some prevent. In his 
expertence teeth are often proof against 
decay even when the enamel is de- 


stroyed, which he explains by szying | 


that the enamel is much better material 
for bacteria to work in than is the 
dentine under it, the latter of which 
frequently resists decomposition long 
after being exposed. The doctor advo- 


cates the use of antiseptic foods as 


far as possible, although he, of course, 
admits that mouths cannot be com- 
pletely sterilized against germ life.

Rousing Meetings Held Last Evening 
in the First and Sixth. Warda. 
Large Attendance, 


HEARTY RECEPTION TO EATON. 


HIS FORCIBLE ADDRESS UPON THE 
‘SSUES INVOLVED. 


John Drain Repudiates Some Cam- 
paign Lies—Strong Commenda- 
tions for the Entire Ticket. 
Address by W. A. Harris. — 


The city campaign was opened last 
night by the Republicans with a vigor 
and enthusiasm that gives most satis- 
factory earnest of the result of the 
election on December 5. ro meetings 
were held, one in the First and one in 
the Sixth Ward and both drew out a 
large attendance. 

The Sixth Ward rally was held at 
Akey’s Hall, which was crowded, about 
three hundred people being present. 
As one of the number remarked after- 
ward, “there was plenty of ginger in 
that meeting.’”” A number of the city 
candidates were present and the ad- 
dresses were vigorous and telling and 
found hearty response from the audi- 
ence. 

Fred Eaton, the Republican nominee 
for Mayor, was the first speaker of the 
evening and he was greeted when he 
stepped upon the stage, with pro- 
longed applause. Mr. Eaton’s popu- 
larity has been evidenced many times 
and the reception accorded to him last 
evening showed that the Republicans 


- of the Sixth Ward were not behindhand 


in their zeal for his election. 

Mr. Eaton’s speech was a plain, 
practical and forcible statement of 
some of the issues involved in this 
campaign, and of his own position upon 
the important questions which most 
concern the voters of the city. There 
was no abuse or misrepresentation of 
his competitor, Mayor Snyder, and no 
attempt to appeal to anything but the 
common sense and intelligence of his 
auditors. 

Recognizing the water question. as 
the great issue of the campaign, Mr. 


- Eaton briefly related his own: career, 


first in the employ of the Los Angeles 
City Water Company and afterward in 
that of the city. When a boy of 15 
he obtained a position in the company’s 
office.

He became thor- 
oughly versed in all the problems in- 
volved in furnishing the city with 


__water and acquired a complete prac- 


tical knowledge of the water system. 
In 1886. after twelve years of service 
with the water company, he was ap- 
pointed by the Council to the position 
of City Eggineer, his first public of- 

Th ears he became a

candidate for election to the same of- 


fice, and was elected, despite strong 


opposition from the water company, 


which desired another man. Mr. Eaton 
alluded to his professional. experience 
as a civil engineer and his unusual op- 
portunity for acquainting himself with 
the matters involved in the present 
water controversy. He heartily en- 
dorsed the platform of the Republican 
City Convention, and spoke of the 
necessity of adding to and improving 
the present water system, issuing bonds 
to pay for such work, and replacing 
the small pipes now used by larger 
ones. While in favor of giving the 
water company its just rights, he de- 
clared that the interests of the public 
must first be considered. 

_ He spoke also of the need of better 
irrigation in the Sixth Ward, and sug- 
gested his ideas of giving relief. It is 
Mr. Eaton’s plan that the water of the 
river which now goes to waste can be 
conserved by pumping it up near the 
Macy-street bridge. It can then be 
used for flushing sewers and similar 
purposes, leaving the. ordinary supply 
entirely available for irrigation and 
domestic use. . 

Mr. Eaton spoke of the fact that 
Mayor Snyder had completely changed 
his attitude on the water question. - Al- 
though, when elected, Snyder was in 
favor of repudiating the city’s con- 
tract with the company, he afterward 
completely changed his views. At the 
time when the Democratic City Cen- 
tral Committee was seeking to 
extricate itself ‘from its. indorse- 
ment of the Kessler proposition, Sny- 


der openly declared himself in favor of. 


arbitration. After a year and a half in 


office he had finally reached the position . 
embodied in the Republican platform. 


Mr .Eaton said that he had no doubt 
of Mayor Snyder's honesty of purpose, 
notwithstanding his change of front. 
There was frequent applause through- 
out Mr. Eaton’s address, which was a 
strong presentation of the case. He 
was followed by Will A. Harris, who 


_has gained a high reputation as a cam- 


paign orator. Mr. Harris held the close 


attention of his audience, and gave a | 


strong indorsement to the R 
Walter Haas, the Republican nomi- 
nee for City Attorney, spoke trinky 
but vigorously, and won hearty ap- 
plause. 
Frank H. Olmstead, the nominee for 


City Engineer, followed with one of 


the best speeches of the evening. He 
made a great hit, and was enthusiasti- 
cally applauded again and again.

CHARLES THORNTON’S SUICIDE. 


Long Subject to Attacks) of Acute 
Melancholia. . 

Charles @. Thornton, the Los An- 
geles boy who killed himself in St. 
Louis Saturday night, as narrated in 
The Times yesterday, left California 
just a week ago in the hope of finding 
some business opening in the East. 

Thornton was 21 years of age. Until 
two years ago he was an employé of 
the Simpson & Hack Fruit Company 
of this city. Since he left their em- 
ploy he has done practically nothing. 
He has lived with his mother, Mrs. 
Isabella Thornton, and his sister at No. 
821 West Highteenth street in this city. 

About two years ago, while visiting 
in San Francisco, young Thornton 
insane. He was 
brought back to Los Angeles and ex- 
amined as’ to his sanity, but dis- 
charged. Since that time he has been 
subject to occasional returns 
nervous trouble, though otherwise his 
health has been good. He seemed un- 
able to secure or retain employment, 
and this preyed on his mind. It is

Shipments Have Begun—First Ray- 
mond-Whitcomb Excursion. 

Today the first Raymond & Whit- 
comb excursion train of the season will 
leave Boston. It will arrive here next 
Tuesday. The train consists of five 
coaches carrying a total of sixty-five 
people. This, like all othes_ signs, 
points to a large west-bound passenger 
business this winter.

The Views of Brig.-Gen. Otis on the 
Problem of Colonial 
Possession. 


PARTITION OF THE GROUP. 


ARMY DOMINATION PREFERABLE 
TO SPANISH. 


The Husiness Interests of Manila 
Favor Amcrican Retention of 
the Island—Factories in 
the Problem. 


{Correspondence San Franc'sco Chronicle.] 

MANILA, Oct. 1.—Brig.-Gen. Harri- 
son Gray Otis of California, who is 
here in command of.a brigade in An- 
derson’s division, has been dividing his 
time between military duty and a close 
study of local conditions. He has gone 
into the subject very exhaustively, and 
declares that he is strongly for the 
retention of the better part of the Phil- 
ippines. He wants the United States to 
lay hold on Luzon, if not more, and di- 
vide the rest of the group among the 
powers, rather than see Spanish sover- 
eignty restored. He consented to give 
his views to the readers ofthe Chroni- 
cle, and did so in the following exhaus- 
tive interview: 

“Gen. Otis, what are your views 
touching the policy of the United States 
holding the Philippine Islands, in whole 
or in part?” 

“T will answer, at the outset, that it 
is, as a rule, not well for a soldier to 
talk for the newspapers; but in the 
present case, as I will have no occasion 
to discuss military matters with you, I 
may venture to say something in re- 
sponse to your question without taking 
the risk of running up against the 
army regulations with a jolt. We here, 
in the army of the Philippines, are, 
however, so far separated from the 
people of the United States, both in 
distance and time, that I apprehend 
that anything I may say for publica- 
tion will become untimely before you 
are able to spread it before the people 
of the country through the San Fran- 
| cisco Chronicle. Nevertheless, I will 
chance it, ift you say so. 3 

“As to holding the whole Phillipine 
archipelago (a large part of which is, 
however, only constructively in our 
possession as yet,) it would be a great 
undertaking for our country. to enter 
upon the colonial policy on a wholesale 
scale, an undertaking which, as nearly 
as I can discern from my newspaper 
dates of a month ago, the government 
was hesitating over at that time. The 
weight of public opinion seemed to be 


tire Philippine group, while the -ad- 
ministration inclined to the policy of 
holding the Island of Luzon alone.” 

‘What is your opinion about that?” 

“Tl would hold one island at least, and 
that should be the Island of Luzon by 
all means, with the city and bay of 
Manila, and Cavite, with its navy yard, 

arsenal and dry docks.” 

“You thihk*it would be unwise, then, 
to limit ourselves to holiiag Manla 
only, with its immediate surround- 
ings?” 

“It certainly would; in fact, it would 
be manifest folly for the United States 
to keep possession only of the Mmited 
territory which you have just named, 
leaving the remainder of this great is]- 
and in the hands of either a foreign 
power or under the control of Agui- 
naldo and his Filipino followers. Such 
a course would eventually lead to com- 
flict and disorder. We do not want an 
uncertain and possibly a hostile ele- 
ment hid away in the hills, swamps or 
forests of the interior, or lurking in the 
mazes of the deep momtes that lie 
along the bay and island shores—con- 
cealed foes, ready to break out with or 
without provocation and carry on a 
bushwhacking warfare upon the United 
States forces cooped up in Cavite and 

“What have you to say about a - 
sible settlement which would 
Spaniards to power in the Philippines?” 

“Parcel the archipelago among the 
powers rather than that. I am firm in 
my belief-that Spanish domination in 
these islands should end forever. The 
time has passed for leaving the country 
longer under the government of Spain, 
which has for centuries misgoverned 
these populous and fertile islands. That 
truth, it seems to me, is so obvious that 
it admits of no discussion. Any at- 
tempt upon the part of &pain, even with 
the consent of the United States, to re- 
sume control of the Philippines would 
surely result in revolution and anarchy, 
which would be merely a‘return of the 
old and bad order of things here. The 
native inhabitants of the country, the 
Filipinos and the various races which 
inhabit the different islands of the 
group, would resist with arms the at- 
tempt of Spain to reéstablish her 
power among them; they would resist 
as they did before, and fight long and 
hard; and, though they are poor sol- 
diers. when judged from a modern 
army standpoint, they can nevertheless 
do what they have already done; they 
can ‘put up’ a tough fight when encoun- 
tered upon their own ground. They 
make dangerous bushwhackers, and 
when they once take to the tall timber, 
or to the impenetrable underbrush and 
the thick tropical jungles along shore, 
armed with the many modern rifles 
which they have captured from their 
ancient foes, together with their 
dreaded machetes, and with even the 
few cannon which they have, they 
‘ould worry the regular Spanish army, 
no matter how lerge or well armed, 
‘or the Spanish soldiers have never 
vroved themselves the equal of the in- 
surgents in brush fighting. The iatter 
would, therefcre, be capable of indefi- 
nitely prolonging the contest and of 
making the issue doubtful. 

“What do you say to the report that 
Spain proposes, in case the islands are 
restored to her under the peace negv- 
“ations now pending, to mobilize an 
ormy of 110,000 men and send them to 
unigh the insurgents and reconquer 
he islands?” 

“The atternt would be futile. Spain 
would succeed no better than she has 
eucceeded in the past. Look at that 
nast! Spain has tried for centuries to 
conquer these people, but has signally 
failed after repeated armed aggres- 
sions and the infliction upon them of 
unheard-of cruelties, horrible to con- 
‘emplate in this age. She has sent 
shipload after shiplead of troops to the 
Philippines, and yet, after prolonged 

ffort to subdue the native populations, 
she made no substantial progress in 
conquering the islands asa whole. Her 
soldiers and civil rulers have never 
nenetrated the interior, and there are 
areas in the archipelago 
where the flag amd the authority of 
Spain were never recognized. and in 
some cases never heard 

- “Do vou believe the. native people 
would welcome the flag and the govern- 
ment of the United States over their 
fountry ?” 

“J do. I think th 
from the temper o 


Filipinos, judging 
the Luzon Island 
whom I have seen, would 
“heerfullv accept the domination of the 
Trnited States, giving up their elusive 
Areom of indenendence: for the more 
‘ntelligent among them appreciate the 
matent fart that their people as a peo-. 
ple are still unfit for self-government.

cratic basis or the basis of universal 
suffrage, on the part of the masses of 
the islanders to establish a uniform 
and stable civil administration over 
this wide-extended island empire in the 
Pacific would prove a failure. The 


‘| mass Of the native people are incapable 


of the high task of Soveree them- 
selves. Their conceptions Of liberty un- 
der law are too crude as yet, and their 
capacity for self-control insufficiently 
developed to make the experiment @ 
promising or a safe one. So it would be 
better for these people, now that their 
necks have been taken from under the 
Spanish yoke through the powerful aid 
of the great republic, to accept her 
suzerainty—to take shelter under her 
broad and protecting wings for the 
time being, at least, if she will gra- 
ciously consent to spread those wings 
for that benign purpose.” 

“Suppose the United States should 
decide to keep only the island of Luzon, 
declining other territory in that quar- 
ter of the world: what about the re- 
mainder of the Philippine group?” 

“In that case it would, in my judg- 
ment, be better for the present and 
future of the country—better for the 
permanent prosperity of the whole 
Philippine. group—that the territory 
should be partitioned among the pow- 
ers, rather than suffer the sway of 
Spain over it to be resumed, provided 
such a partition could be reached with- 
out an international ‘scrap.’ ”’ 

“How would the native people look 
upon the intervention of any European 
nation in these islands?” 

“I believe they would, of course, pre- 
fer the protection of the United States, 
but I do not believe that there is a 
European nation whose intervention in 
the Philippines would not be vaetly 
preferred by the native people to the 
continued domination of Spain; nor is 
there one of those nations which is not 
infinitely more capable than is Spain 
of rightly administering a government 
adapted to the requirements of the peo- 
ple of these islands in the essential ele- 
ments of justice, equity, public order 
and the security of the rights of person 
and property.”’ 

“How do you regard our victories in 
the Pacific Orient with respect to their 
future influence upon our maritime and 
naval interests in this quarter of the 
globe?’’ 

“Verv favorably. In the war so ener- 
getically begun and so quickly ended, 
we blazed a pathway from the shores 
of California to the shores of Asia. 
Hawaii, 2100 miles westward from San 
Francisco, has thrown herself languish- 
ingly into the lap of Uncle Sam; Guam, 
in the Ladrones, 3400 miles further 
away, came into our hands by a ‘fluke;’ 
Cavite, 7000 miles further off from the 
Golden Gate and only 600 miles from 
Hongkong, fell before the quick and 
sure guns_of the gallant Dewey five 
months ago, giving us ready to hand 
navy yard, an-arsenal, dock 
and a very formidable submarine navy, 
formerly™~the property of Spain, to- 
gether with Corregidor Island and the 
great bay of Manila, and, later on, the 
city of Manila itself. a commercial .mart 
of more than 200,000 people, such as the 
city is and such as the people are. -So, 
in this way, by these several brilliant 
exploits of our navy and our army, we 
have secured a chain of ocean posts 
leading from the Occidental shores of 
the New World to the Oriental shores 
of the old. These posts are of unques- 
tionable strategic value and of prime 
commercial importance to the United 
States. Then why should we abandon 
them? Why should we surrender to 
their former possessors, or to any na- 
tion on eath, what our soldiers and 
sailors have fairly won in war? Why 
should Uncle Sam make the eagle 
scream till his strident voice could be 
heard all the way across the wide 
ocean stretch between California and 
China, and then permit any nation on 
the footstool to throttle and silence the 
noble bird? It would be neither na- 
tional nor individual human nature to 
surrender these notable captures if they 
are believed by our people to be worth 
their cost, their very small cost, com- 
paratively, as fortune has decreed in 
this case; and they certainly are worth 
many times all they cost. The sub- 
stantial business interests of Manila 
all favor American retention of this 
island. our own observation, I believe, 
will bear me out in this statement. Not 
even the Spanish merchants want to go 
back to the broken rule of effete old 
Spain., The secure foothold which we- 
have gained in the Philippines, here at 
Cavite and Manila, has given us a clear 
vantage ground—a strong naval and 
commercial station—well over toward 
the shores of Asia, extending our com- 
mercial borders nearer to China and 
Japan, thus enabling the United States. 
and especially California, to better build 
up that vaduable commerce which is 
possible with those countries, teeming 
as they are, with a countless popula- 
tion, which will gradually become large 
customers of many of our varied prod- 
ucts. The very pressing problem of 
coal for our navy on the Asiatic sta- 
tion—coal from our own coal piles and 
not from the bunkers of the warships 
alone—has been solved by the brilliant 
achievements of Dewey and Merritt 
and the brave men whom they led to 
victory in these waters and on these 
shores. In the future our coaling sta- 
tions at Cavite, Manila, Guam and 
Honolulu (or Pearl Harbor) will carry 
supplies enough for all our naval wants 
enabling our warships to police the Pa- 
cific without risk of getting disabled 
in mid-ocean for want of steam power. 
This is a great consideration, alone

“What about the development’ 
these islands under 

I see no reason why it should not go 
on with far greater success than it ever 
did under Spanish rule, and even with 
all the drawbacks attending that rule— 
all the industrial lethargy, stupidity, 
oppression and governmental! misman- 
agement of Spain in the Phitfppines— 
they have made such progress in pro- 
duction as to attract the attention of 
the commercial and industrial wortd. 
No man who has knowledge of the his- 
toric past and of the present striking 
situation can doubt that under Ameri- 
can control even this one island of 
Luzon would become _ a valuable and 
profitable colonial possession for our 
country. The reforms in the local gov- 
ernment—and you’ as a discerning 
student of affairs here, a discriminating 
observer on the spot during many 
months and as a practical man of af- 
fairs know how sadly they are needeI— 
will bring order where before were dis- 
order. revolt and social chaos. Such 
reforms will stimulate industry, 
thereby promoting production and in- 
creasing wealth. Just treatment of 
and sure protection for the native peo- 
ples. who are the laborers, producers 
and wealth-winners of the islands, will! 
surely make them prefer peace, indus- 
try and the opportunity for individual 
accumulation, instead of war, waste. 
desolation and persona! poverty. The 
guarantee of these blessings will cause 
them to love. and not to hate, their 
rulers. for my observation here, lim- 


{ted though it has been, leads me to 


believe that these Filipinos are by no 
means devoid of sense, appreciation, 
discrimination or gratitude. At least, 
they are in the habit of keeping an eye 
out for the main chance. They are in- 
veterate traders, and I, discover that 


they have a very lively appreciation of [ 


the value of the nimble peso, even if 
it be a ‘cart-wheel” bearing the Mexi- 
can stamp. worth less than 50 cents in 
American money. This fact—the fact 
keen acquisitiveness—may he 
regarded as a good indication of busi- 
ness sagacity and intelligent self-in- 
terest on their part.’’: 

“What kind of laborers d 
make?” 

“Among them are many useful men 
and women in the industrial field. 
There are skilled mechanics, deft arti- 
sans, cunning artists and handy la- 
borers, and they turn out some very 
good work in/wocd and iron, and are 
proficient . boat-builders.

Filipino manufacturers of no incon- 
siderable importance, even under the 
adverse conditions which have pre- 
vailed here under Spanish rule. I do 


taking into account the enervating 
quality of the climate and their dis- 
couraging experience in the past, when 
they got little or nothing for their la- 
bor. I believe they, as a pegple, are 
capable of good under fair treatment 
and just laws. -I do net think they are 
fit for self-government, but, als the 
game, they have the right to labor 
freely and be protected in their per- 
sons, property and pursuits; in short, 
to have that just treatment accorded 
to them which is the inalienable right 
of every human being.’ 

“What have you ta say of the islands 
as a place for American laborers?” 

“I do not consider the conditions fa- 
vorable. The climate would be against 
the average American day or farm lia- 
borer, because the heat, during a large 
part of the year, will not permit him ts 
work in the sun during several hours 
of the day. I think the native accli- 
mated labor is what will have to be 
depended upon for the development of 
the islands. This labor, under the em- 
ployment and direction «af American 
capitalists and managers, could he 
made fairly efficient. The able Ameri- 
can manager could, you see, sit in his 
pajamas under a mangrove tree, drink 
coo) stuff, boss the job, and grow up 
with the country. When paid what 
their labor is fairly worth, and pra- 
tected as they have a right to be, the 
natives could, I believe, be easily per- 
suaded to abandon the leadership of 
their ambitious chiefs, such as Agui- 
naldo, because they have sense enough 
to discern the difference between pros- 
perity and poverty.” 

“Were you an criginal territorial ex- 
pansionist?”’ 

“On the contrary, quite the reverse. 
But things are different naw; conditions 
have changed. We have been engaged 
in a great war with Spain, and I be- 
lieve, now that the war is ended vic- 
toriously for us, in holding on to at 
least those of our captured possessions 
which the people and government of 
the United States may finally decide to 
be valuable property for national own- 
ership— ‘a good thing to keep.’ At the 
same time I do not advocate a general 
colonial policy for the United States; 
I do not favor spreading out on a 
wholsale scale mérely for ghe sake of 
territorial expansion alone, cr to eat- 
isfv the new and unreasoning popular 
clamor heard in some quarters for 
grabbing everything in sight. We have 
taken from Spain, by legitimate cap- 
tures in war, a large expanse and a 
great variety of territory, some of it 
rich, some of it poor; let us, in the set- 
tlement, take our pick of it, ‘without 
the consent of any nation on earth,’ 
and throw the remainder away, or give 
it to our esteemed contemporaries of 
Europe (with the exception of Spain,) 
or even to Japan, which is friendly, en- 
terprising and ambitious to forge to 
the front in the race of-nations.” 

“Do -you expect to be kept m 
longer in the service?” . 

“No; I think orders for the muster 
out of the volunteers cannot be long

“Yes, generally; So far as I know. 
The volunteers, as a rule do not wish 
to perform garrison duty, or serve in 
time of peace. In nearly all c they 
have more important interests &t home 
to command their attention, and, after 
discharging their full duty under their. 
enlistment, they desire release. I await 
the indispensable order from Washing- 
ton. before leaving the service, and ex- 
pect to see California before January. 
When I am released from my military 
obligations I shall joyfully return to 
my home and friends in California and 
to the pursuits of civil and journalistic 
life. Yes, it is fair to presume that 
men of the regular army will take our 
places here.” 

“What is the state of health of your 
command ?”’’ 

“Not so good, I am sorry to say, as I 
could wish. The daily sick lists are 
unpleasantly long, though the number 
confined to the hospital does not aggre- 
gate more than about 3 per cent. of the 
entire brigade of 2885 officers and men. 
There are a good many cases of ‘sick in 
auarters,’ swelling the total sick list 
beyond that percentage; as I have al- 
ready indicated, the prevailing diseases 
are malarial fever, then typhoid, mea- 
sles, mumps, dysentery and the surgical 
cases. This latter class of cases, s0 my 
brigade surgeon reports, have been do- 
ing unusually well, considering the cli- 
matic conditions. The mumps did not 
originate here, but were brought on 
the ships.” 

“What do you attribute the prevail- 
ing sickness to?” 

“The fevers spring from the hot cli- 
mate and the sodden soil; measles are 
readily located, and the dysentery cases 
are due to too much drinking of un- 
boiled water and the indiscriminate 
eating of unripe or overripe fruits. 
Much of the sickness is clearly due to 
the defective quarters which our troops 
have to occupy. The-old, musty and 
ill-ventilated Spanish barracks here in 
Cavite, and also to some extent in Ma- 
nila, are unfit places to quarter troops. 
Sleeping on the first floor should be 
avoided, but has not always been pos- 
sible. The narrow streets—mere lanes 
—were found in a foul condition, but 
marked progress has been made by the 
military in the work of cleaning them. 
A town or city is a bad place, anyhow, 
to station regiments. It would be far 
better, did the military exigencies per- 
mit, for the men to be put into camps 
on high ground, far away from any 
town or city. If that could yet be done 
I believe that the sick lists would rap- 
idly shorten. " The enforced inactivity 
of garrison life has had much to do 
with the health; it is trying upon all of 
us. The failure to see more active ser- 
vice has been very disappointing to 
this army. There have been some cases 
of heat prostration, but not many. 
Care is taken to avoid these by making 
as few movements and doing as little 
work ag is practicable during the hot- 
ter hours of the day. Our drills, inspec- 
tions, reviews, parades and other evo- 
lutions are carried on in the early 
morning and late evening, when the 
temperature is comparatively cool. The 
climate has, however, I think, been 
much maligned. It is better than most 
of the written descriptions make it out. 
We are just now entering upon what is 
called the cool dry season, although I 
have as yet seen no signs of drought, 
nor any snowfall. and Jack Frost would 
not be recognzed if he should be seen 
standing under a banana tree. You 
see how it is pouring right now. The 
death roll, I am glad to say, has not 
been unusually large, considering the 
number of troaps here, over 12,000 
in all.” 

“Gen. Otis. what is your opinion of 
the soldiers of the regular army and of 
the vohinteers, compared with each 
other?” 

“IT never make invidious comparisons 
between the two classes. It would be 
unjust and senseless to do so, and for- 
eign to my inclinations and habits of 
thought. I take no tsock in the cheap 
controversies carried on in same quar- 
ters over the alleged superiority of

There is no ground for a difference 
of opinion, at this late day, as to the 
value of the Australian ballot system, 
Tt has very materially affected the 
character of popular elections wherever 
it has been adopted—which is in 
nearly every State of the Union—and 
invariably its influence has been for 
good. Asa _ protection to the in- 
dividual voter against coercion or un-~ 
due influence, it is well-nigh perfect, 
Though in some _ respects somewhat 
cumbersome and slow, its advantages 
so far outweigh its defects that the 
jatter are not worth considering. The 
voter, when he enters the booth to 


conscience. Whatever may be his for- 
tune, his position in society, his stand- 
ing in the community, his occupation 
or his beliefs, in the voting booth he 
is supreme—a sovereign citizen of 
the greatest republic on earth—and 
mo man has the right or the power to 
influence him by hair’s breadth in 


the various candidates. The citizen 
may be hampered in his daily life by 
social restrictions, by business con- 
siderations, or by other influences, so 
that he “may not do the thing he 
would.” But all these restrictions fall 
away from him during the brief time 
he occupies the polling booth, and in 
every sense he becomes a free, sov- 


The Australian ballot system is the 
palladium of the independent voter, as 
well as the surest and best means of 
protection that has yet been devised 
for the partisan voter. blanket 
ballot from which he select at

f dium for expressing his will, with the 
Pecertainty that his individual, opinion,

OUR EUROPEAN FRIENDS. | 
One of the noteworthy facts in con- 
nection with the war with Spain has 
been the increased respect which has 
been instilled into foreign nations by 
the outcome of that war. Before the 
war commenced, the opinions of most 


of the United States as a possible com- 
petitor among the warlike powers ot 
the worki was not generally of a flat- 
tering nature. Moreover, most of the 
continental powers gave indications 
that it would not need any very power- 
ful excuse to induce them to put a 
finger in the pie. All this, as we 
know, changed very suddenly, after 
the remarkable success which the 
American navy achieved. Since then 
the great powers of Europe have been 
vying with each other to explain to us 
that they are our real friends, anda 
that they had never entertained the 
slightest intention of interfering be- 
tween us and Spain. 

Count Cassini, the new Russian Am- 
bassador at Washington, is creditea 
with being one of the most able and 
successful diplomats of Europe. One 
of his objects will evidently be to cul- 
tivate good relations between this. 
country and Russia. In the course of 
a lengthy interview, which he gave 
to a press correspondent last week, he 
said: 

“Count Cassini took occasion to join 
issues with a prevailing public view 
that England showed her conspicuous 
friendship for the United States dur. 
ing a critical state in the war with 
Spain by declining to join the great 
powers of Europe in a move for in- 
tervention. The Ambassador says this 
report seems to be accepted in this 
country as a part of the history of the 
recent war. But Count Cassini says 
that no such action on the part of 
Great Britain ever took pléce, and 
that the impeachment of the contin- 
ued friendliness of the other powers is 
due to a misapprehension of the facts. 
At no time, he says, was there a pur- 
pose on the part of the powers to in- 
tervene against the United States, so 
there was no occasion for such a dis. 
‘play of English friendship in checking 
the designs of the great powers, as is 
generally represented.” 

It may be true that Great Britain 
never made any formal refusal to 
join the great powers of Europe in a 
move for intervention at the outbreak 


jof the war with Spain, but it is per- 


fectly well known, on both sides of the 
Atlantic, that Great Britain gave the 
powers to understand that she would 
not only refrain from interfering, but 
would not tolerate any interference by 
others. 

Russia may always have been a 
good friend of the United States, but 
even Count Cassini, able diplomat as 
he doubtless is, will not be able to 
disabuse intelligent Americans of the 
belief that the attitude of Great 
Britain in the recent war was of the 
greatest possible advantage to the 
United States and resulted in con- 
fining the struggle to the two coun- 
tries involved in it. 

One of the encouraging conditions 
on which the people of this country 
can rely is the opening of greater mar- 
kets for American products in the 
near future. No matter what the 
outcome of affairs in China or else- 
where in foreign parts, American 
goods will enter into competition with 


similar goods from Europe as they 
never have done before.

One of the members of the exchange 
makes the following explanation of 
this condition of affairs in the New 
York Commercial: 

“There have been a few men here 
who cared nothing for the welfare of 
the exchange, so long as they served 
their own ends. They have lied about 
stocks; they have been’ unprincipled 
in their trading, and have pursued the 
policy of dog eat dog, until some of the 
reputable members have become dis- 
gusted and refused to trade here at 
all, while others have tried to do a 
legitimate business in spite of the 


‘shysters’ and have met with indiffer- 
ent success.” 


Another member said: 

“Then there has not been enough 
strictness exercised as to the class of 
shares sold here. Mines have been 
capitalized at a million dollars that 
were merely a hole in the ground, and 
the sale of such stocks on the floor 
here has hurt the exchange.” 

The fact is that there has been al- 
together too much tendency to regard 
the mining business as something that 
is more of a gamble than a legitimate 
business. Mining companies have 
been organized in a reckless manner 
and capitalized for hundreds of times 
the amount of their actual assets, un- 
til it is not surprising that conserva-~ 
tive men have been led to regard with 
suspicion every kind of mining enter- 
prise, although, as a fact, there is no 
reason why mining, when carried on 
legitimately, should not be as safe and 
profitable as any other line of invest- 
ment. If investors would exercis 
much care in going into a mini 
terprise as they do in unde 
any other kind of business, ‘wé‘ 
soon see a decided decrease} in 
wild-cat mining enterprises that” a 
placed upon the market, with the view 
of catching suckers.

| WORK SOON TO BEGIN. 


BREEZY LETTER FROM THE SAN 
PEDRO HARBOR CONTRACTORS. 


Tell the Secretary of the Chamber of 
‘Commerce of San Pedro What 
They Have Already Done Toward 
Fulfilling Their Contract, and 
What Their Future Intentions 


B. D. Sweet, secretary of the San 
Pedro Chamber of. Commerce, is in 
receipt of a breezy letter from’ Held- 
maier & Neu, the Chicago contractors 
who have in hand the San Pedro Har- 
bor work. The letter is dated at Chi- 
cago, and was received yesterday. Its 
contents follow: 

‘“‘A derrick barge was finished at Coos 
Bay, and is going to start, if she is not 
already on the way, for San Francisco 
to be loaded with hoisting machinery, 
derrick, timber, lumber, tools,  etc., 
there; then to proceed to San Pedro 
and San Clemente Island. 

“We purchased the tugboat Hercules 
and are now taking figures on two 
large tug boats; we also have the op- 
tion on some tugboats along the Coast, 
and as soon as we have our figures in, 
which will be within the next few days, 
we will decide whether to purchase or 
build ourselves; but we have arrange- 
ments anyhow whereby we can hire, 
or get the use of, a tug or tugs for the 
next nine months, until our own tugs 
are ready. ‘ 

“The contracts for air compressors’ 
and air drills were closed last month, 
with the understanding that they were 
to be delivered not later than January 
10. 1899. Contracts for hoists were let 
last month; to be delivered not later 
than December 15, 1898. Contracts for 
boilers, pumps, etc., are all closed, also 
to be delivered not later than December 
15. 1898. 

“We were somewhat detained’ with 
side self-dumping and _ self-righting 
barges, as in order to avoid complica- 
tions in regard to patents we had to 
have thorough search made in the Pat- 
ent Office at Washington, but every- 
thing is all O.K. In other words, our 
svstem will not infringe on any patent 
or patents issued so far. 

“Plans and_ specifications are out 
with our Mr. Anunsen, who is taking 
figures on same at Portland, Or., Seat- 
He is also 
taking figures on lumber, as we may 
probably build the barges ourselves at 
San Pedro unless we should be able 
to get figures so good that it will be 
policy to let contracts for building of 
same. 

‘‘All the details, working drawings, 
full-sized drawings for valves, etc., are 
ready, so the building of these barges 
can be accomplished in a comparatively 
short time, as all preparations are 
made. 

“Mr. Anuncen will be, as ought to be, 
at San Pedro with his derrick barge 
and rock men by the middle of this 
month, unless delayed by storms, when 
immediately the opening of San Cle- 
mente Island will be begun. We ought 
also to be able to decide within a week 
or ten days from today whether the 
barges will be built at San Pedro or 
upon the Sound. | 

“We are using a compound steam 
and compressed air compressor of 150- 
horse power capacity at sixty revolu- 


tions, 125-pound nozzle pressure, which 


we can easily increase to 225-horse 
power by increasing our speed to eighty 
or eighty-five, and our pressure to 135. 
We use high-pressure boilers. 

“Mr. Neu will leave for Sian Pedro 
and Los Angeles shortly after Christ- 
mas. He is going to stay out there 
with his family until the work is com- 
pleted. 

*“‘As you will see by the foregoing, an 
immense amount of preparatory work 
has to be done, involving an expense 
of at least $150,000, before work can 
actually be commenced; and as it is 
a very difficult matter to pick out the 
most suitable and economical ma- 
chinery and appliances for such work, 
you will very readily see that we did 
not lose any time since the letting of 
the contract to us, but were awake 
and studied the problem as diligently 
as we could. 

“You may assure the citizens of San 
Pedro and Los Angeles that this work 
will be carried out, and on time at that, 


as our plant in full operation will be, 


eauipped to handle and dump between 
2800 and 3000 tons per day, Sundays 
excepted. We may be running some- 
what behind in the beginning, until 
our system is thoroughly organized 
and in running order, but we feel pos- 
itive that we can live up to the quan- 
tities above mentioned.”

The 
Democratic election officers were ap-~ 
pointed, and now the Pops threaten to 
knife the fusion ticket because they 
have been given scant recognition on 
the election boards. 

Unless there is some further action 
taken by the City Council at its next 
meeting onthe salary ordinance mat- 
ter. there will be no change in the 
present ordinance regulating the sal- 
aries of the city officials. The Finance 
Committee of the Council reported on 
the matter. and the ordinance as 
originally presented was placed upon 
{ts passage, but was defeated by one 
vote. 

The city is to adveytise immediately 
for the purchase of five new steam fire 
engines, two of the first class, class 
representing size; two of the second 
class, and one of the third class. The 
bids will be asked for according to 
specifications to be furnished the City 
Clerk by the Chief of the fire depart- 
ment. 

The Populists, through the agency of 
_Ernest Abs Hagen and El Hutch, made 
a belated effort to take a hand in the 
arbitration of the water question yes- 
terday. and as has been the experience 
of the Pops this year, they were again 
turned down.

There were also a number 
of important other matters which com- 
manded the attention of the members 
and the two sessions were altogether 
the most important that that body has 
held for several weeks Politics entered 
largely into the deliberations, and the 
Populists, and their alleged interests 
were much in evidence, Both the morn- 
ing and the afternoon sessions were of 
unusual length, and there was no time’ 
lost in the needless debate of unim- 
portant ‘subjects. 

As is usual the reports of the officers 
having charge of the financial business 
of the city were first considered. They 
included the -weekly trial balance of 
the City Auditor, the report of the li- 
cense collections of the Tax Collector 
for October; the weekly report of the 
City Treasurer and the monthly repart 
of the same officer. All such reports 


were referred to the Finance Commit- 
tee, 
MAIN-STREET REPAVING. 

More than a week ago a numerously- 
signed petition was received from prop- 
erty-owners on North Main street, ask- 
ing that proceedings be instituted for 
the resurfacing of that street between 
First and Marchessault streets, under 
the same specifications and in the 
same manner. as the southern end of 
Main street, and all of Spring street 
had been resurfaced. This petition was 
referred to the City Engineer, and yes- 
terday the City Engineer presented an 
ordinance of intention for the work. 
The ordinance declares that the inter- 
ests of the public demand that a new 
surface be placed on that street, and 
provides for it by the lowering of the 
granite blocks above Temple _ street, 
and the _ surfacing of them with as- 
phaltum. The ordinance was “unani- 
mously adopted. Unless these proceed- 
ings are protested out, and there seems 
to be no probability of such protest 
being filed, North Main street will he 
made in the same excellent condition as 
the other parts of that street,.and will, 
of course, be a continuation of the new 
surface on Spring street.. The City En- 
gineer also presented an ordinance de- 
fining the lines of Main and Spring 
streets, which was adopted. The pur- 
pose of this ordinance was to settle all 
questions. as to where Spring street 
ends, and what is really Main street 
at its two intersections with Spring 
street. 


Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Engineer were the following 
ordinances, all of which were adopted: 
Final ordinances changing and estab- 
lishing the grade of First street be- 
tween Grand and Bunkerhiil avenues; 
cEanging and establishing the grade of 
Vermont avenue between ‘Wilshire 
boulevard and Seventh street; estab- 
lishine the grade of Channing street 
from Ninth street to the south line of 
the Ninth-street extension tract; es- 
tablishing the grade of Ann street from 
Main street to San Fernando street; or- 
dinances of intention for the grading, 
etc., of Mimosa street between Sixth 
and Seventh streets: for the grading, 
etc., of Palmetto street from Mateo 
street to the east line of the Arthur 
tract: for he -grading, etc., of Grand 
avenue between Court and _ First 
streets; to lay a cement sidewalk and 
curb on the north side of Sixth-street 
between Alvarado and Dora streets; to 
change the Camero street to South ave- 
nue and to establish the grade of Ave- 
nue 26 from Pasadena avenue to the 
Arroyo Seco. The diagram of assess- 
ment for the sewering of Broadway be- 
tween Third and Seventh streets, pre-. 
sented by the City Engineer, was also 
adopted. 

The weekly report of the City Clerk, 
heretofore published, containing a 
number of final ordinances to adopt 
which the Council had acquired juris- 
diction through having’ denie@: protests 
or because no protests were received, 
was adopted in full, and all the ordi- 
nances were accepted and ‘passed ex- 
cept that which provides for the side- 
walking of Hope street north of First. 
In this proceeding, on motion of Coun- 
cilman Baker, the proceedings were 
abandoned with the understanding 
that the property-owners pay the costs 
of the work already done. As there 
are only two small stretches of side- 
walk on this street to be completed, 
the work is to be done by private con- 
tract. 

TO OPEN GRAND AVENUE. 

Property-owners living on and in the 
vicinity of North Grand avenue, peti- 
tioned the Council to institute  pro- 
ceedings for the opening of that street 
from California street to Temple street. 
In their petition they state that at 
present the line of the street extended 
would be through vacant property, and 
would therefore be much less expensive 
than in future. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Board of Public Works. 

A petition from Herman Duke and 
others for an electric light at the inter- 
section of Salono and Buena Vista 
streets. was referred to the Gas and 
Light Committee. 

FIVE NEW FIRE ENGINES. 

From the money received by the re- 
cent sale of fire department impréVe- 
ment bonds, the city is to purchase 
among other things to secure better 
fire protection, five new fire engines. 
At the last meeting of the Board of 
_Fire._ Commissioners a resolution was 
adopted asking the City Council to in- 
struct the City Clerk to advertise for 
that number of new steamers. A copy 
of that resolution was presented be- 
fore the Council yesterday, and on 
motion of Mr. Nickell the City Clerk 
was directed to insert the nécessary ad- 
vertisement in the official paper of the 
city. The engines are to be asked for 
according to specifications to be fur- 
nished the City Clerk by the Chief of 
the fire department. They will include 
two of the largest-sized engines for 
the business center, two of the second 
Class and one of the third class. The 
largest engine now in use in this city 
is a second-class engine, class with re- 
erence to fire engines referring only to

The passage of the 
ordinance amendment as herewith re- 
turned to your honorable body seems 
the only honorable course ta pursue un- 
less you have determined that your for- 
mer action in making the increase was 
ill-advised, and even then it becomes 
your duty to provide for thé payment 
of the increase fram July 1 to the date 
of any intended repudiation of the for- 
mer agreement. 

“Believing it to be the desire of your 
honorable body to carry out the origi- 
nal agreement, your committee respect- 
fully recommends the passage of the 
original amendment to the salary or- 
dinance as herewith submitted. 

“In the matter of the amendment 
made in open Council to the original 
amending ordinance as submitted by 
the City Attorney, tc wit: The provi- 
sion for increasing the salary of all 
chief deputies to $100 per month, you 
committee finds that no provision has 
been m&de in the annual appropriations 
for the proposed increase, yet it is en- 
tirely within the province of your hon- 
orable body to make such provision, 
dating from the current month, if suf- 
ficient funds can be made available 
therefor.”’ 

This report was accompanied by the 
ordinance providing for the increase in 
the salaries of Messrs. King. and 
Thomas. This ordimance was amended 
at the last meeting of the Council by 
first providing that the salary of Chief 
Clerk Haskins of the City Clerk’s of- 
fice be made $100 per month, and later 
by including in the same salary allow- 
ance all chief deputies. In that form 
it had been referred to the Finance 
Committee, but the committee re- 
turned it to the Council in its original 
form. After the reading of the report 
of the committee the ordinance was 
placed upon its passage. It so hap- 
pened that Councilmen Blanchard and 
Baker had been called out of the room 
a few minutes before, leaving six mem- 
bers present. With that number pres- 
ent it required the unanimous vote to 
pass the ordinance. On the vote on the 
measure, Mr. Nickell voted in the neg- 
ative, explaining that he did not be- 
lieve the Council had the right to 
change the salaries and make the 
change date back to July 1. The ordi- 
nance was therefore declared to be lost. 

A POPULISTIC PLAN. 

An effort to Mmject a Populistic ele- 
ment into the present arbitration over 
the water question, and possibly to in- 
cidentally reap benefits or credit from 
whatever the result of that arbitration

Hagen hinting at a@ desire for pay, but 
so qualifying that hint as to not make 
the matter of pay for his services an 
excuse for turning down his. applica- 
tion... Whether he filed the petition 
himself or whether he had his Populis- 
tic ally, the member from the Eighth 
Ward, file it for him, is not known, 
but El Hutch favored the plan and 
that killed it with the other members 
of the Council. The communication 
filed by Abs Hagen follows: ; 

“Circumstances compel me to address 
your honorable body in regard to the 
pending water arbitration proceed- 
ings, and I respectfully ask for your 
consideration of the following petition: 

“As I well know, I have conducted 
personally the investigations of the. 
present-water plant, and made valua- 
tions of the different items composing 
the plant. The city has adopted this 
valuation as the basis of its negotia- 
tions with the s Angeles City Water 
Company, and the arbitration proceed- 
ings now pending, as I understand, will 
call for an itemized revision and sub- 
stantiation of the appraisements made 
by me heretofore. I am exceedingly 
anxious, both as an engineer and as a 
resident and a taxpayer of this city, 
to be placed in a position to verify my 
figures and to substantiate every alle- 
gation made by me.in the report sub- 
mitted to your honorable body some 
time ago, and therefore respectfully ask 
to be given an opportunity to appear 
before the arbitration. board in the in- 
‘terest of the city as“ engineer con- 
versant with the facts and value of 
this water plant. In the event that 
no provisions can be made to cover ex- 
penses incurred by using my services, 
if accepted, I cheerfully offer the same 
free of charge to the city.” 

As soon as the communication was 
read, Councilman Nickell moved that it 
be referred to the City Engineer, re- 
marking that it devolved upon that 
official to present such facts as were 
of advantage to the city before the 
board of arbitrators. Mr. Toll approved 
that reference for the reason that it 
was not within the province of the 
Council to say who should appear be- 
fore the board, or what should be pre- 
sented. He said that any one who had 
information which would be of interest 
to the arbitrators could go before them 
at the proper time, but it was not 
proper for the Council to say who. 
acoagg go beside the regular city offi- 
cials. 

This did not please the lone represen- 
tative of the Populists in the Council, 
and he asked that the offer be ac- 
cepted, failing to see that such mat- 
ters were not within the frovince of 
the City Council. His objections to the 
motion were not considered, and the 
matter was referred to the City Engi- 
neer. 

City Engineer Dockweiler took the 
communication and at once submitted 
it to the board of engineers, who have‘ 
been at work for several days checking 
up the estimates of the City Engineer. 
This work has to be done very care- 
fully, owing to the additions that have 
been made since the estimates were 
filed in July, 1897. The opinion of the 
engineers composing this board was 
that Abs Hagen’s offer was intended 
as. a direct slap at them, and at the 
estimate made by the engineer, and 
was an effort to secure for himself a 
share of the credit for what is almost 
certain to be a complete vindication of 
those of the Councilmen and other city 
officers who have been endeavoring to 
secure municipal ownersHip of the 
water nlant bv the easiest means. 
When the City Engineer reports on the 
matter he will recommend that the 
communication be placed on “ile. 

FUSION IN NAME ONLY. 


A week ago Assistant City Attorney 
Crutcher informed the Council that it 
would be necessary to pass the ordi- 
nance calling the regular city election 
at yesterday's meeting, and he there- 
fore asked that the names of those who 
were to serve as election officers be 
furnished to him not later than last 
Friday in order that they might be in- 
corporated in the election ordinance. 
The Republicans furnished their list 
promptly, and every name on it was 
that of a regularly qualified elector. 
‘The Democrats were a little late in 
getting their list in, but it was finally 
filed, and the attorney's department, 
naturally supposing that the Demo-

Assistant City Attorney Crutcher ap- 
peared before the City Council yester- 
day Morning and stated that since the 
other lists had been furnished him, the;

attorney’s department wanted to know 
what to do about the matter. To 
place the Pops’ list among the election 
officers would be to have too many 
election officers, and it was impossible 
for the attorney to determine just 
what names should be stricken from 
the original list to please the Popu- 
lists. 

Chairman Baker, of the Populist com- 
mittee, appeared before the Council and 
demanded that his party be given rec- 
ognition on the election boards, assert- 
ing that as the party had cast at 
least 5 per cent. of the votes polled at 
the last. general election, the party 
was entitled to recognition. He in-| 
sisted that at least one name for each 
precinct be taken from the list of so- 
called Demiocrats, and that the names 
of Populists be substituted. Then there 
was a long argument as to what the 
Council should do. It was shown con- 
clusively that however much the Pops 
might claim to be acting in accord with 
the Democrats vith reference to the 
city fight, theré was.a ruction between 
them as to election officers, the Popu- 
lists being seemingly jealous of the 
political standing given to their fusion- 
ist friends, and being desirous of a 
place on the board, not only by the ap- 
pointment of members of their party 
to act in conjunction with the Demo- 
crats. but to have them known dis- 
tinctly as Populists. They did not de- 
Sire to lose their party identity, even 
on election boards, in spite of the 
fusion arrangement between them and 
the Democrats, and dire things, such 
as mandamus proceedings against the 
Council, contesting the legality of the 
entire election, and other things were 
hinted at. Just because the Council 
did not immediately agree with their 
view of the matter, one of the Popu- 
listic speakers declared that the whole 
proceeding was ‘a high-handed piece 
of business.”’” After much argument it 
was agreed that the matter be re- 
ferred to Chairman Baker and Chair- 
man Edleman of the Populists and 
Democrats, respectively, to in some 
manner agree as to who should repre- 
sent the two parties at the polls - at 
the city election. That ended the 
squabble for a time, but it did not 
satisfy the Populists. The matter then 
went over until the afternoon session. 

At the afternoon session the matter 


ASsistant City Attorney Crutcher of 
the election ordinance as oringinally 
drafted. containing the names of the 
Republican election officers as__ pre- 
sented, and also those presented by 
the Democrats.

The Populistic members of the 
Council wanted the matter referred to 
a committee of three, but his motion 
for such reference received no sec- 
ond. The Republican members of the 
Council had taken no hand in this 
squabble in the ranks of the fusionites, 
but as the matter gave no indication 
of being settled amicably, Mr. Toll took 
the floor. 

“This appears to be a case of fusion 
which does not fuse,” said he. ‘‘When 
two or three parties get together and 
go through the form of making joint 
nominations for offices by holding 
simultaneous conventions and endors- 
ing each other's tickets, it would ap- 
pear that any election board which 
represents any one of them or which 
is presented by any one of them, can 
safely be considered as representing all 
of them.” 

“I rise to a point of order,” inter-_| 
posed the Populist Councilman; On be- 
ing asked to state his point he said 
that the Supreme Court has passed 
upon the point which Mr. Toll was 
about to make. 

“Your party would not stop at such 
a little thing as an adverse Supreme 
Court decision, would you?’’ asked Mr. 
Toll. who then continued: ‘Mr, Pres- 
ident, this is not the place and the City 
Council is not the body to settle quar- 
rels such as this between parties who 
attempt to fuse and who do so only 
in name. It is not our affair if they 
cannot agree on such matters. They. 
seem to be hopelessly mixed and if 
this continues we will soon have to 
have.the election without election of- 
ficers, for the time for election will 
have passed before their argument and 
discussion on the subject ceases. If 
they have not agreed upon their list 
we can only act upon the list which 
is before 
‘ When President Silver asked if the 
rules should be suspended and the or- 
dinance placed upon its passage, the 
Populist Councilman objected to the 
suspension of the rules and a vote was 
taken on the matter. The rules were 
suspended by a vote of 7 to 1. Before 
the final vote was taken on the ordi- 
nance, Attorney Hinkley again de- 
manded that the Populist list of names 
be recognized. “I @on’t know how far 
this high-handed proceeding will go,” 
said he. “I insist that one name be 
taken off the Democratic list for each 
precinct and the name of a Populist 
be substituted.”’

CLARK’S CASE REVIVED. 


ARGUMENT ON A NEW TRIAL COMES 
UP TODAY. 


Joe Hunter Arraigned for Complicity 
in Wong Sing’s Murder—His Ex- 
amination Will Take Place To- 
day. 


Yesterday was the time set in De- 
partment One for passing | sentence 
upon Harry Clark, convicted of the 
murder of Wong Sing Hay on May 321. 
The sensational turn of events, how- 
ever, prevented sentence being passed 
at that time, and, indeed, it is proble- 
matical when sentence will be passed. 

When the case was called attorney 
Shinn of defending counsel, said: “If 
it please the court, there has been a 
new turn in this case. We were to 
have presented a motion for a new trial 
this morning, but under the circum- 
stances we would like another contin- 
uance. I will say, in this connection, 
that Dist.-Atty Donnell has signified a 
willingness that the case should go 
over.”’ 

“I don’t know anything about any 
such arrangement,” interjected Deputy 
District Attorney McComas, “and I’m 
opposed to any such continuance, for I 
don’t believe the new turn has been 
made in good faith.” | 

Counsel had evidently the courage of 
his convictions, for, of course, it was 
understood that the new turn referred 
to by counsel ‘on both sides was the 
arrest of Joe Hunter on the charge of 
murder; but the court was not affected 
by Mr. McComas’s objection, and gently 
chifed him for making it. | 

Mr. Shinn asked for a continuance 
until 2 o’clock that the District Attor- 
ney himself might be present, as he had 
announced his intention of looking into 
the matter personally.

FAMILY SKELETONS ON PARADE 


DID ISAAC B. WILLIAMS TRY TO 
J KILL HIS WIFE’S FATHER? 


Preliminary Examination of the Ac- 
@used Son-in-law—Little Light 
Shed as Yet on Last Week’s 
Stabbing. 


preliminary examination of 
Isaac B. Williams on the charge of 
assault to murder his father-in-law, J. 
W.: Casebeer, on the night of October 
‘9,. 1897, was resumed in Justice Mor- 
rison’s court yesterday afternoon. A 
few witnesses were examined last Fri- 
day, after which an adjournment was 
taken till; Monday, owing to fresh 
wounds received by the complaining 
witness which made it impossible for 
him to be in court at that time to give 
his testimony. He was not present 
when the case was called yesterday 
afternoon, but it was decided to pro- 
ceed? without him, as a number of wit- 
nesses from Santa Barbara had been 
detained here since last Friday,’ and 
there was ‘no desire, either on the part 
of the prosecution or the defense, to 
put the waiting witnesses to any fur- 
ther inconvenience. The venerable 
complaining witness, however, put in 
an appearance during the course of the 
afternoon, and occupied the witness 
stand the remainder of the day. When 
court adjourned at 5 o’clock, his cross- 
examination was still in progress 

will be resumed at 9 o’clock this morn- 


ing. 
MUCH MYSTERY. 

The second assault on Casebeer is 
even more mysterious than the first. 
It occurred last Tuesday night as the 
old man was returning (to his temporary 
lodgings oh Mimosa street, after hav- 
ing been up town to hear the election 
news. It is alleged that when near 
the home of Mr. Foster, where Case- 
beer was rooming, he was waylaid by 
two men who stabbed him four times 
in ‘the breast. Up to the present time 
his attorney and the officers working 
on the case have observed the greatest 
secrecy in re to the matter, and 
all avenues through which informa- 
tion might leak out about the affair 
have been closely guarded. 
rumors have- been afloat as to how 
Casebeer received his stab wounds. 
The impression created on the one 
hand is that Williams is directly or in- 
directly responsible for the second as- 
sault. On the other hand, judged by 
the character of the wounds and the 
peculiar circumstances of the case, it 
is hinted that Casebeer stabbed him- 
self in order to create sympathy for 
and prejudice against Wil- 

ams. 

The nearest approach to a public 
statement in regard. to the stabbing 
was made by Dr. W. A. Dunn, the at- 
tending physician, who was put on the 
witness stand by the prosecution -to 
show. that Casebeer’s condition was 
such as to make it inadvisable for him 
to appear’in court. Accerding to Dr. 
Dunn’s description of the wounds, they 
are not such as a bloody-handed thug 
or midnight assassin would ‘be apt to 
make. The snickersnee or other weapon 
with which the old man was stabbed 
was not a very formidable one at the 
most. Indeed, the wounds are merely 
such as.an-ordinary penknife (a small 
one at that) would make. 

CASEBEER’S WOUNDS. 

All the witnesses being sworn in at 
once and excluded from the courtroom 
until called one after the other to tes- 
tify, W. A. Shinn, Esq., special coun- 
sel for the prosecution, stated to the 
court that owing to Mr. Casebeer’s 
‘feeble condition, the attending physi- 
cian. advised against him coming into 
court, But in order not to delay the 
proceedings any further, he suggested 
that: the court, the attorneys and court 
reporter adjourn to Mr. Casebeer’s 
roomand take his deposition. 

This proposal brought forth an em- 

Dhatic protest from W. J. Hunsaker, 
Esq., counsel for the defense. He said 
that. owing to veculiar circumstances 
‘of this case, which would become ob- 
vious~ during’ the course of the pro- 
ceedings, the defense would insist upon 
proceeding in the regular manner. 
* Mr. Shinn then called Dr. Dunn to 
the witness stand in order to enlighten 
the, court as to Casebeer’s condition. 
The, witness stated that Casebeer was 
suffering from nervous tention, and 
severe pains caused by. knife wounds 
in the chest. There were four of these, 
three on the left‘side and one on the 
right. The most serious one was between 
the fifth and sixth ribs, about two 
inchés from the left nipple. The doctor 
had not probed it, but he thought it 
penetrated the left lung. The wound 
was only about a quarter of an inch 
long. It had not bled much, and so far 
as observable there was no internal 
hemorrhage. The other three wounds 
were less serious and the doctor did not 
describe them minutely. 

On cross-examination, witness ad- 
mitted that the patient was removed 
from Mr. Foster’s house on Mimosa 
street to the Marguerite House, on 
North Spring street, a distance of 
about three miles, without any appar- 
entent serious result. However the 
trip did not do the patient any good,, 
and his condition was a little worse 
than three days ago. The doctor could 
not say positively whether serious harm 
would result if Casebeer were to appear 
in court in his enfeebled state,. but he 
advised against it. 

Mr. Hunsaker still would not consent 
to the taking of Casebeer’ deposition 
instead of his testimony in open court, 
so it was agreed to go ahead with the 
examination of other witnesses present.

CASEBEER SHOWS UP. 

Miss Carter was still under cross-ex- 
amination when the victim of the mys- 
terious clubbing and stabbing came’ 
into court, assisted by his physician 
and one other able-bodied man. Miss 
Carter was immediately excused and 
the decrepit complaining witness was 
put om the stand in her place. 

- Casebeer said he was nearly 70 years 
old. In a voice so low that the court, 
attorneys and reporters had to draw 
their chairs close around him in order 
to hear a word of his testimony, he 
then proceeded to relate the circum- 
stances of the assault, prefacing it 
with a repetition of Miss Carter’s testi- 
mony anent the letter and the trip 
down from Santa Barbara.

He heard Mrs. Williams, who 
was standing in the doorway, say: “The 
old cuss ought to be killed,” with the 
accent on the ought. 


ASSAULTED WITH CLUBS. 

Casebeer, continuing, said Williams 
and his companion then disappeared in 
the dark at the rear of the house. He 
started to leave then, intending to 
make his way to First street to catch 
car going down town. He had not 
proceeded far before he saw Williams 
and the other man coming toward him,

After 
floundering around for some time, he 
came out on an open street. Here one 
of his pursuers stepped out of the 
shade of a tree in front of him.

Not- 
withstanding this disguise he was posi- 
tive of his identification, as he recog- 
nized him both by his voice and fea-

wife, as published in the Santa Bar- 
bara Independent, was submitted in 
evidence with the consent of the de- 
fense, and Mr. Hunsaker then started 
on a very rigid cross-examination of 
the complaining witness, the object be- 
ing to show that Casebeer had made 
repeated threats against Williams and 
wife, in consequence of the judgment 
which they got against the old man for 
malicious prosecution and defamana- 
tion of character.

THD OLD MAN’S THREATS. 


Mr. Shinn objected to the attempt of 
the defense to reopen the former case 
in which Casebeer and the Williamses 
were opposed to each other. Mr. Hun- 
saker contended that it was necessary 
and proper to do so in order to get at. 
the merits of this case. He stated that 
he would show that Casebeer had 
vowed that he would stop at nothing to 
avoid payment of the judgment against 
him. and that the old man had threat- 
ened to lay the murder of Hugh Mc- 
Intyre in San Diego county at Wil- 
liams’s door.

Mr. Hunsaker accordingly 
began to press Casebeer pretty hard 
concerning his former statements and 
alleged threats. Casebeer denied that 
he threatened to shoot Williams, but 
admitted that he would put both “Ben 
and Kit” behind the bars if he could 
under the law. His son Bruce had re- 
proved him sharply for threatening to 
put his sister behind the bars. 

Hunsaker read extracts from Case- 
beer’s testimony at the preliminary ex- 
amination of the Williamses for grand 
larceny, and asked witness how he 
reconciled his statements now with his 
testimony then. He also questioned 
him sharply as to the language used

“JUDGE VARIEL TALKS. 


SPEAKS OF THE ADVANTAGES OF 
> THE NEW CITY CHARTER. 


The Transfer of Power to the 
Mayor Will Make That Official 
Directly Responsibie to the 
People for His Actions in Ap- 
pointments to Boards and Offices, 


At Grace Methodist Episcopal Church 
last night Judge R. H. F. Variel, a 
member of the board of freeholders, 
addressed an audience on the advan- 
tages of the proposed new charter. 
Judge Variel has a speech formulated 
which he is delivering to people in va- 
rious parts of the city. He spoke un- 
der the auspices of the Union Reform 
League night before last. 

He introduced his remarks by saying 
that if the charter had any defects it 
was owing entirely to the inability of 
his colleagues on the board to compre- 
hensively consider everything in the 
short time alloted to them by the law, 
only ninety days. Anyway, it seemed 
impossible, he added, to frame an in- 
strument of the kind which should be 
acceptable to all people. The idea was 
to accomplish something which would 
be a benefit to the greatest number, 
and yet be broad, comprehensive and 
conservative. 

“The charter comprises thirty-seven 
articles,” Judge Variel said, “and 406 
separate sections, being a much more 
extensive document than the present 
charter. Under its provisions the first 
municipal election will occur in De- 
cember, 1899, and succeeding elections 
every four years thereafter. This 
would bring the city election on an odd 
year, removing it from the State, na- 
tional and county election influences, 
which are partisan in character. It is 
believed better results will follow if city 
officials are given a longer’‘term of 
office. That plan has worked well else- 
where. It reduces the public expense 
_— the disturbance of affairs gener- 


y. 

“The new charter transfers the ma- 
jority of power from the Council to 
the Mayor. It makes the offices of City 
Attorney, City Engineer and Superin- 
tendent of Streets appointive by him. 
They will then be responsible to the 
Mayor direct instead of, as at present, 
to the convention of the party which 
nominated them,.,  . 

“T do not believe that because a man 
has been elected to office he is a scoun- 
drel. The position of Mayor will be a 
more honorable one than ever before. 
He will be responsible for his actions 
to the people. The trouble with Coun- 
cilmen is that fealty to the interests 
of their wards compels them to avoid 
responsibility, and they shift to one 
another the responsibility of all their 
acts. When the people wiil realize the 
importance of the duties of the Mayor 
they will put up better men. By con- 
centrating the power you will make 
your individual votes tell better than if 
seattered through fifteen or more offi- 
cials, whose ultimate division of re- 
yen baad and public acts you cannot 
ore 


“The principal of the initiative and. 


referendum is adopted to a limited ex- 
tent, whereby the Council is compelled, 
when not-less than 15 per cent. of the 
taxpayers present a petition asking 
them to enact any given ordinance, to 
either enact the ordinance or submit 
it to a vote of the people as to whether 
it should be passed. The Council may 
also, and so may the Mayor, submit 
an alternative ordinance to be voted on. 
It is also quite applicable so as to com- 
pel the question as to whether the city 


will purchase any large public utility | 
and issue bonds for the same, to 
submitted to a vote of the people. 

‘The parks, fire, health, building and 
library departments will practically be 
removed from partisan and political in- 
fluences. An increased number of po- 
licemen is provided for. The number 
of saloon permits which the board may 
issue is Itmited to 200, until the city 


| 


‘shall have increased to 200,000 pop- 


ulation. Enlarged powers are also 
given to the board and the Chief in 
many. other -important particulars, 
which will be conducive to the public 
safety and benefit, while at the same 
time there will be much less opportu- 
nity for what is usually described as 
‘doing politics.’ 

“The greatest and most valuable 
changes have been made [n the school 
department. The present § arbitrary 
power which the members of the Board 
of Education may exercise over the 
teachers, and which has too often been 
exercised from unworthy motives and 
for unholy purposes, will no longer ex- 
ist, but the board, composed of only 
five men, will have the power, with the 
concurrence of the superintendent, who 
is vested with greater powers than 
heretofore, to remove teachers for rea- 
sonable causes only. 

“The appointment of all deputies and 
employes in the various departments 
and offices will be according to civil 
service rules. This feature has for its 
avowed purpose the obtaining of the 
very best public service, based on in- 
dividual merit, at a fair compensation. 
without the aid of ordinary political 
or partisan methods.” ase 


GONE HOME FOR MONEY. 


Spanish Vice-Consul Urquiza’s Debts 
Worried Him. 

The late acting Vice-Consul in this 
citv for the effete monarchy of Spain 
is acting in that capacity hereabouts 
no more. Don Estanislao de Urquiza 
succeeded M. J. Newmark as the loca! 
representative of the Spanish govern- 
ment during the absence of the regular 
Vice-Consul, Dr. Gregorio del Amo, 
abroad, shortly prior to the opening of 
the Spanish-American war. 

A few weeks ago Urquiza left for 
Spain to dispose of property there and 
obtain money with which to pay his 
debts, rejecting the advice of an attor- 
ney to go through insolvency. Some of 
his creditors wero disturbed by his de- 
parture and reported that he had ab- 
seconded. His friends and some creitors 
say he will return and pay his debts. 

Yesterday B. f&esma obtained judg- 
ment in Justice Morrison’s court for 
$334.10 ainst Urquiza and his sister- 
in-law, ta de Celis. The judgment 
was on account of an unpaid laundry 
account. No defense was put in. 

Urquiza came to Los Angeles thir- 
teen or fourteen years ago. He was a 
teacher of languages and for a while 
was one of the foremost members of 
the Spanish colony. He married into 
the De Celis family.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


UNSANITARY CONDITION OF SOME 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


A Warrant to Be Iasued for the Ar- 
rest of Dr. L. T. Rose for Allow- 
ing Typhoid Fever to Spread, 
Failed to Report to the Health 
Officer. 


A warrant is to be issued today for 
the arrest of Dr. L. T. Rose on the 
charge of violating a city ordinance 
in failing to report a case of typhoid 
fever to the Health Officer, in conse- 
quence of which neglect it is said the 
disease has spread until there are now 
eight or ten cases. This action was 
decided on last evening by the Board 
of Health, Drs. Moore, Cowles and 
Salisbury being present and they were 
unanimously of the opinion that it was 
time to call a halt to this neglect of 
duty on the part of a few physicians. 

The case which first developed, and 
which led to the spread of the disease, 
appeared in the Military Academy, 
since which time eight or nine other 
pupils of the same school have been at- 
tacked with the disease, and in conse- 
quence of the fever the school has 
been closed for fow?T weeks. 

It was the opinion of the members of 
the Board of Health and of Health Of- 
ficer Dr. Powers, that if the first case 
had been reported, steps would have 
been taken which would have pre- 
vented the spread of the disease, and 
that consequently the physician for 
| whom the warrant is to be issued is 
directly responsible for the sickness 
of a number of young men. 

Health Officer Powers places no 
blame on the school, having found no 
reason to believe that the sickness of 
the young men was due to the unsani- 
tary condition of the building or of the 
neglect of the managers, who readily 
complied with the request of the Health 
Officer that the schaol be closed tern- 
porarily. 

Dr. Powers also presented a repo 
on the condition of many of the pub- 
lic schooh buildings, a number of 
which he declared to have defective 
plumbing; etc., while others have poor 
lighting facilities. The report was of 
considerable length, entering into the 
details of the improvements ‘recom- 
mended. He stated, however, that the
